grand duke’s forces lnto two sections,
with thoveands of acres of swamp
and marsh land belween them.

If the Austro-Germans can contlinue
their progress another weck, even the
Britishi press adziits the Russians will
Jhave to give up Warsaw, and with it
the wliole line. Meanwhile the Ger-
mans are massing more troops in the
Baltic provinces, and the recent en-
counter in tlc Baitlc seems to suggest
that they conlemplate co-ordinate na-
vl action, but it {s possible that the
st operations only were a feint.

In  southeast Galicla the Fussians
are flghting tenaciously and have the
advantage of n remarkable series of
parallel rivers beyouad the Gnilla Lipa
und the Austro-German advance is
Hkely to bg costly.

Thus, on their two extreme wings
the Russians appear to be firm, and
where they are retreating it still is
claimed, their retirement is orderly
and accompanied by vigorous rear-
guard operations. The .Austro-Ger-
mans advancing in the center, more-
over arg getting deeper Into a cotn-
try covered with forests and streams
and barren of rallways, between the
middle Vistula and the Bug—natural
advantages to the Russians, military
wrilers here emphasize. They point
out, too, the dally lengthening chain
of Austro-German communications,
which brings an added burden to the
Teutonic allies.

Some of the British public think the
Hme has come for Great Britain and
France o begin a general offensive
and force a transfer of German troops
from the east, but the more conserv-
ative milltary writers think the time:
is not at hand, and that the best aid
England can lend her eastern ally is
to pour Into Russia every ounce of
rammunition that can be spared with-
out curtailing the necessary supply
at the western front.

One of the main alms of the Ger-
mans in the east is a vast move be-
hind Warsaw, embracing Dreast-
Litovek, one of the strong Russian
hases. Civillan residents already are
«..aving the city because of the possi-
bllity of German occupation. Circu-
lars dropped froin German alrcraft on
the Pollsh caplte! predict Warsaw's
fall by the end of July.
